"By  letter  dated  February  7,  1967,  Mr.  Martin  Snipper  transmitted  a  copy  of  your 
Resolution  Ho.  9007-1967-S,  objecting  to  relocation  of  the  Art  Commission  office 
outside  the  Civic  Center  or  adjacent  areas. 

"As  you  know,  there  is  a  critical  need  for  office  space  in  the  Civic  Center  to 
accommodate  increasing  needs  of  existing  City  Departments,  as  well  as  for  new  depart- 
ments that  have  recently  been  created.   Unfortunately,  there  is  no  available  space  to 
accommodate  these  needs,  particularly  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Superior 
and  Municipal  Courts,  and  others.   The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  critically  in 
need  of  additional  space  and  we  have  in  mind  to  transfer  the  Art  Commission  space  to 
Public  Utilities. 

"We  have  explored,  without  success,  the  possibility  of  obtaining  space  in  the 
Veterans  Building  for  the  Art  Commission.  We  have  given  consideration  also  to  the 
Western  Title  Insurance  Company  property  at  2*4-0  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  the  Zelinsky 
properties  at  155-165  Grove  Street.   It  is  expected  that  both  of  these  properties 
will  be  acquired  by  the  City  after  July  1,  1967,  but  due  to  the  time  required  to 
obtain  possession  and  the  further  time  for  alterations  for  City  use,  these  properties 
could  not  be  made  available  within  a  reasonable  time. 

"We  believe  that  we  have  no  alternative  other  than  to  proceed  with  the  plan  for 
utilizing  the  second  floor  of  McLaren  Lodge  Annex  for  Art  Commission  offices.   This 
space  can  be  prepared  at  reasonable  cost  in  minimum  time  and  we  expect  will  be 
satisfactory  for  your  use. 

"We  have  asked  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Architecture,  to  proceed 
with  plans  and  specifications  for  the  alteration  of  this  space  and  have  asked  the 
City  Architect  to  confer  with  you  as  to  your  requirements.

COMMITTEE  Competitions 


The  members  of  the  jury  feel  the  human  importance  of  the  inclusion 
of  art  in  our  architecture.   Faced  with  the  problem  of  selecting  art  for  what 
we  regard  as  a  most  unfortunate  example  of  mid-thirties  building  design,  we 
chose  pieces  which  were  strong,  independent  and  significant  works  of  art,  able 
to  assert  a  meaningful  contemporary  kind  of  expression  even  in  what  we  felt  to  be 
a  hostile  architectural  environment. 

V7e  chose  pieces  whose  materials  -  cast  bronze  and  sheet  oietals-could 
stand  up  tc  the  massive  building  in  sobriety  and  pondercusness.  We  also  chose 
pieces  which,  while  not  compromising  with  the  building,  would  enhance  it  and  be 
enhanced  by  it  insofar  as  possible. 

The  outdoor  sculpture  in  cast  bronze  and  aluminum  will  be  the 
largest  and  most  significant  commission  to  date  for  Peter  Voulkos,  one  of  the  true 
pioneers  and  leaders  of  contemporary  California  art,  expressed  in  heavy  metals  of 
great  size,  have  the  same  ponderous  resonance  as  the  building  and  the  concept  of 
Justice  it  embodies. 

For  the  interior  lobby,  we  rejected  all  decorative  and  architectural 
entires  -  screens,  reliefs,  stained-glass  windows,  walls,  as  inherently  discordant 
with  the  character  of  the  building. 

The  Sidney  Gordin  welded  brass  piece  has  a  bold  directness  and 
independence,  yet  the  subtle  reflections  on  its  polished  facets  will  give  a 
quality  of  animation  and  life  to  the  experience  of  seeing  it.

All  Fire  Department  and  School  structures  were  funded  by  a  bond  issued  passed  in 
1964  (prior  to  ordinance  enactment,  and  therefore  no  art  work  has  been  planned). 

Apart  from  the  new  General  Hospital,  all  other  hospital  appropriations  were  for 
remodeling  projects  and  do  not  contain  art  work. 

Cov;ell  Hall,  a  new  building  in  the  natural  Llistory-Aquarium-Planetarium  complex, 
is  under  construction.  S  ince  it  represents  private  financing,  no  art  work  is 
incorporated. 

Public  Housing  projects  are  constructed  with  federal  Funds  and  therefore  the 
2%  ordinance  does  not  apply. 

Public  Utilities  Commission  reports  no  construction  that  would  embody  art  work. 

The  Marina  Parking  Garage  and  the  Sunset  Health  Center  '-'5  are  the  only 
currently  funded  projects  lacking  art  allotments. 

In  general,  the  principal  difficulty  encountered  in  implementing  the  ordinance 
has  b&ea   a  lack  of  communication.   Procedure  has  not  been  established  to  inform 
the  Art  Commission  when  projects  are  being  considered  by  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  funding,  enabling  the  Art  Commission  to  express 
its  viewpoint,  and  a  schedule  by  which  the  Art  Commission  is  notified  when 
projects  are  pending  or  have  been  assigned  to  an  architect  is  also  required. 
The  Commission's  first  knowledge  of  a  project  generally  occurs  upon  submission 
to  the  Civic  Design  Committee. 
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In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable  am  unt  of  money  for  construction  has 
been  provided  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  legislation,  it  is  recommended  thrt 
the  Art  Commission  instruct  the  Civic  Design  Committee  to  actively  promote  voluntary 
compliance  with  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance. 

The  Secretary  will  seek  clarification  of  the  hospital  allocation  with  a  view  tc 
increasing  the  amount  set  aside  for  art  work,  and  x:ill  seek  assurance  from  the 
Department  of  Public  'orks  that  they  will  send  us  nrogress  reports  on  all  future 
construction  in  which  the  ordinance  is  involved.
